PADEREWSKI. 



With this edition of the “Concert 
Bulletin,” we are presenting the 
three splendid programs to be played 
by Kathleen Parlow, the brilliant 
young violin virtuoso whlo is rec¬ 
ognized as one of the world’s great¬ 
est artists on “the instrument with 
a soul.” 

For the past few numbers we have 
published the biography of this artist 
who commenced her career as a child 
of six here in San Francisco, and 
after studying with F. J. Conrad and 
Henry Holmes, went to Europe and 
became a pupil of Leopold Auer, the 
famous teacher of Elman and Zimbal- 
ist, who directed her debut in Berlin 
with the Philharmonic Orchestra 
from which day her fame has been 
world wide. 


Mr. Chiarlton Keith, one of the fore¬ 
most accompanists in London, will 
be the assisting artist with Miss Par- 
low. Mr. Keith has made a special 
feature of accompanying violinists, 
and we can be positive that this part 
of the Parlow concerts will be well 
taken care of. 


Harold Bauer has been engaged 
for a three months tour of Australia 
and will sail from San Francisco 
during the latter part of April. The 
next year he has to fulfill a contract 
for sixty concerts in South America. 



The name of this superb master of 
masters is one of the few that are so 
well known that the mere mention 
of it is enough to attract the music 
lovers from far and wide. Here is, 
“A pianist with a message,” is what 
one of the foremost critics of Europe 
wrote after hearing this artist for 
the first time, and Paderewski has 
probably done more to interest the 
public at large in the art of piano¬ 
forte playing than all of the other 
piano virtuosi before the public com¬ 
bined. 

Paderewski is now in the full de¬ 
velopment of h.is maturity. As he 
was in the beginning of his aston¬ 
ishing career, so is he now—a soli¬ 
tary figure in the world of music. 
His hold on the public, professional 
and layman alike, has never been 
firmer. The only difficulty his man¬ 
agers have is to find sufficient time 
for him to give the number of con¬ 
certs demanded by the public. For 
every date there are half a dozen ap¬ 
plicants and he can only accept one 
engagement in each city on his pres¬ 
ent triumphal tour.

CLARA BUTT AND KENNERLEY 
RUMFORD. 



Probably no one who has heard 
Clara Butt would hesitate to pro¬ 
nounce her the greatest contralto in 
the world. Few who have enjoyed 
the singing of her gifted husband, 
Kennerley R'umford, would deny him 
a place among the foremost of con¬ 
cert baritones. 

For many years America had 
known of these famous English 
singers through their sensational 
successes in England, on thei 
Continent and in Australia, but the 
impression made during their five 
months visit to this country last sea¬ 
son was far beyond anything that 
could have been anticipated. Mad¬ 
ame Butt’s wonderful voice and art¬ 
istry aroused unbounded enthu¬ 
siasm, while Mr. Rumford’s singing 
won him prompt populartiy as a vir¬ 
ile singer of splendid attainments. 

Throughout Europe and the Anti¬ 
podes, Clara Butt is probably the 
most popular concert singer before 
the public, and this is the position 
that she will achieve in America be¬ 
fore many years. Wherever she has 
appeared more than once, the attend¬ 
ance at her concerts has more than 
doubled at the second appearance, 
and there in invariably a demand 
for return engagements. One of the 
leading critics in New York prophe¬ 
sied that if Clara Butt would visit 
this country every two years as the 
other concert artists do, that it would 
be at a comparatively short time be¬ 
fore her name would be known in 
every hamlet from Maine to Califor¬ 
nia. There is something about both 
the woman and her singing that finds 
the heart of every one in her audi¬ 
ence. This was amply demonstrated 
last season when her audience at the 
Cort Theatre increased just one hun¬ 
dred per cent in one week. 

On their return from their present 
wonderful tour of Australia they 
will stop here long enough to 
give a number of concerts in this 
city and in Oakland. These events 
will take place during the week of 
January 25th.

SIC LOVERS FOR THE LATTER 
PART OF SEASON. 

In the early part of March, Jean 
Gerardy,, the wonderful violoncello 
virtuoso, who has not played here 
since April 1906, when he scored an 
enormous success at the Columbia 
Theater, will give a series of con¬ 
certs in San Francisco and probably 
one special concert in Oakland. There 
are very few players on this difficult 
instrument who win world renown 
and of these Gerardy is the foremost. 

A true genius if ever there was one, 
this artist made his debut with the 
Berlin Philharmonic Orchestra when 
but a mere child and is the only 
“wunderkind” of the violoncello that 
we know of, and furthermore he is 
one of the very few “boy wonders” 
who has fulfilled like his confrer 
'Josef Hoffman, everything that was 
predicted of him. 

With Gerardy wiL come Gabriel 
Ysaye, the young violinist who play¬ 
ed here with his illustrious father 
last season, and a splendid pianist, 
so that we may expect to hear some 
delightful trio playing—something 
we have not heard by famous artists 
for many years. The last trios of 
this kind we remember hearing was 
the time when Gerardy, Ysaye and 
Lachaume played together at the 
Baldwin Theater. 


MISCHA ELMAN. 

Mischa Elman, the “Caruso of the 
Violin,” has been enaged for an ex¬ 
tensive tour of the Antipodes, and 
will give two concerts in this city be¬ 
fore he sails in the early part of May. 


THE FLONZALEY QUARTET. 

The closing attraction of the 
Greenbaum season will be the fa¬ 
mous Flonzaley Quartet, whose play- 
'ing is as near perfection as any 
one may ever expect to hear. This 
organization is the only Quartet in 
the world, the members of which de¬ 
vote their entire lives to the diffi¬ 
cult art of the ensemble playing.

The Pavlowa Ballet Season 



To describe the incomparable art 
of Pavlowa is almost beyond the 
power of the pen; in a recent book 
published by the great English ac¬ 
tress Ellen Terry on “The Russian 
Ballet” the writer describes the im¬ 
pressions made on her by the most 
celebrated dancers of the Czar’s 
opera houses and says, “of course 
the greatest of them all is Anna 
Pavlowa.” 

This wonderful artist is now mak¬ 
ing her second tour of America and 
will appear here at the Valencia 
Theatre for one week commencing 
Monday night January 19th under 
the direction of Will L. Greenbaum, 
who has guaranteed her a small for¬ 
tune, and this will be the only city 
in the United States in which Pav¬ 
lowa will play an entire week, out¬ 
side of New York. 

With Pavlowa will appear M. 
Novikoff, premier danseur classique 
of the Imperial Opera House, Mos¬ 
cow, M|. Zailich, premier character 
dancer of the same place and M. 
Cecchetti, a famous pantomimist, and 
the head of the Imperial Mariensky 
Institute of the Dance, the govern¬ 
ment sustained school at which the 
ballet dancers of the Imperial opera 
houses are taught. 

Other principal dancers in the Pav¬ 
lowa Company are Mile. Plaskowiecz- 


ka, Mile. Gorshkowa, and eight other 
principal dancers and a corps of sec¬ 
ondary dancers. 

The orchestra is a virtuoso body of 
carefully selected players under the 
direction of Theodore Stier, and the 
Eastern papers say it is alone worth 
the price of admission. 

The productions as far as scenery, 
costumes etc., are concerned are ex¬ 
hibitions of a new and startling art. 
They were designed and executed by 
Leon Bakst, Boris Anisfeld and Mr. 
Sackman and are a supersensation in 
the realm of theatrical art.

PAVLOWA’S ORCHESTRA. 

The orchestral music in the Pav¬ 
lowa performances forms no small 
part of the evening’s pleasure, for 
good ballet with good music is almost 
impossible. Mile. Pavlowa carries 
with her a magnificent grand or¬ 
chestra of forty artists, under the 
baton of Theodore Stier, who is one 
of the best conductors in Europe. 
Prior to his engagement as conductor 
for Pavlowa, Mr. Stier was conductor 
of the Classical Concerts at Bech- 
stein Hall in London and musical di¬ 
rector of the Court Theatre.

On the concert platform, Mr. Mc¬

describable quality that also makes 
Schumann-Heink such a popular fa¬ 
vorite.
